Autopsy Reports Eight 
Hostages Shot, Others 
Insist Throats Slashed

ATTICA, N.Y. (AP) - State 


Corrections Commissioner Rus- 
sell G. Oswald has confirmed a 
medical examiner's finding that 
eight hostages who lost their 
lives during an inmate uprising 
at Attica State Prison died of 
gunshot wounds. 


The 
autopsy 
reports con- 


tradicted earlier official reports 
that 
inmates 
had 
slit 
the 


throats of hostages as police 
began an assault on the rebel- 
held areas of the maximum-se- 
curity facility Monday. 


But Hollis Chase, president of 


a union local that represents 
correction officers at prison, in- 
sisted that the original story 
was correct and that the hos- 
tages' throats had been slit. He 
said officials had photographs 
showing the bodies with cut 
throats. 


The rebellion, which started 


last Thursday, took 41 lives. 
Ten of the dead were prison 
employes and 31 were inmates. 


In a statement to newsmen 


late Tuesday, Oswald said one 
question was how any of the 
hostages could have been killed 
by gunfire. 


"The most important and ob- 


vious answer is the fact that 
the inmates had dressed all 
hostages in prison garb to in- 
sure difficulty of identification 
between inmate and hostage," 
he said. 


"Additionally, hostages could 


very well have been used as 
shields or forced forward into 
gunfire ...." 


He released a list of weapons 


found in the prison after the re- 
bellious inmates were routed. 
The 
list 
included 
gasoline 


bombs, sharpened spears, met- 
al pipes, straight razors and 
spiked baseball bats—but no 
guns. 


He declined to answer ques- 


tions from newsmen. 


The 
commissioner's 
state- 


ment came several hours after 
disclosure by Dr. John F. Ed- 
land, Monroe County medical 
examiner, that the hostages all 
died of gunshot wounds and 
that none had had his throat 
slashed. 


"There were no cut throats 


or any kind of mutilation," Ed- 
land said after examining eight 
bodies of hostages. "All eight 
cases died of gunshot wounds." 


A ninth hostage killed during 


the assault had previously been 
established as a gunshot vic- 
tim.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - When 


the state's constitutional officers 
buy wedding gifts or flowers for 
friends or entertain out-of-town 
guests in their homes before 
Little Rock games of the Arkan- 
sas Razorbacks, they might 
write it off at state expense. 


Such expenditures are men- 


tioned among a broad range of 
items that six of the seven con- 
stitutional officers say they pay 
for with the "public relations" 
expense fund the legislature 
provides. 


But 
the 
Arkansas tax- 


payer might pick up the tab for 
"complimentary" advertising in 
various publications for some 
officials, tickets to a festival or 
some other event or cocktails 
which one official privately said 
was sometimes served at get- 
to-gethers at state expense, the 
main expense items listed in re- 
cent interviews were travel and 
the state entertainment of dig- 
nitaries in the line of duty. 


However, Atty. Gen. Ray H. 


Thornton Jr., who took office in 
January, says that most of his 
expenses so far have been in- 
curred in his work on legisla- 
tive reapportionment. 


None said he considered the 


money to be a supplement to 
his constitutionally restricted 
salary, although there 
have 


been allegations that it is. 


The six—Thornton, Secretary 


of State Kelly Bryant, Land 
Commissioner 
Sam 
Jones, 


Treasurer Nancy Hall, Auditor 
Jimmie "Red" Jones and Lt. 
Gov. Bob Riley—are authorized 
$6,000 each in each year of this 
biennium for "public relations." 


This is in addition to salary, 


which is $6,000 for Thornton, 
$2,500 for Riley and $5,000 for 
each of the others. 


The seventh 
official, Gov. 


Dale Bumpers, has been alloted 
$9,500 a year under the heading 
of "travel expenses" and Bump- 
ers says the money will be used 
for airplane travel. This is the 
first year the governor has re- 
ceived the allowance. His salary 
is $10,000 a year. 


The legislature has regularly 


voted the "public relations" 
money to the other six on 
grounds that the poorly paid of- 
ficials deserve an expense ac- 
count to take care of the spe- 
cial demands made on them be- 
cause of their positions.

being claimed by Washington.

That includes having 
the right to express myself on 
something other than playing 
defensive tackle," the 6-foot-2, 
250-pounder declared. 


Karras, suspended 
for the 


1963 season by Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle for allegedly bet- 
ting on football games, was out 
for much of last year with a 
knee injury, but says he is now 
100 per cent.

NEWARK, N.J. (AP) - Co- 


lumbia University says it has 
found in a national survey of 
youngsters that those who use 
marijuana are less likely to be- 
come cigarette smokers than 
those who don't. 


The university's school of 


public health said Tuesday its 
survey covered 1,701 youngsters 
in the 12-17 age bracket from 
all sections of the nation. 


Of the surveyed adolescents 


who have used marijuana 10 
times or less, 83 per cent are 
cigarette 
smokers. 
Cigarette 


usage fell to 64 per cent among 
those who have used marijuana 
60 or more times, the school 
said. 


"Apparently, 
if you smoke 


pot a lot, who needs ciga- 
rettes," said Dr. Eric Joseph- 
son of Columbia, who reported 
on the survey at a conference 
on student drug use. 


According to the survey, 15 


per cent of the youngsters had 
tried marijuana and 3 per cent 
used it 60 times or more. 


More youths in the West, 23 


per cent, use marijuana, the 
survey found. The figure was 20 
per cent in the Northeast, 13 
per cent in the North Central 
states and 11 per cent in the 
South. 


"Somewhat surprisingly, our 


survey did not produce the ex- 
pected sex differences in mari-

Seattle Space 
Needle Widely 
Copied

SEATTLE, 
Wash. (AP) - 


Seattle's No. 1 tourist attrac- 
tion, the 607-foot Space Needle, 
has been copied from San An- 
tonio to Calgary. But manager 
George Johnson doesn't mind. 


"We love it," he says. "It's a 


sign of success." 


Since its construction for the 


Seattle World's Fair nine years 
ago, the Space Needle has 
drawn millions of visitors, in- 
cluding the Shah of Iran and 
Prince Philip of Britain. 


It has been a favorite spot for 


publicity seekers, and Johnson 
says he remembers only to 
well the time a group of Chi- 
nese hung a 200-foot long string 
of firecrackers down the side of 
the needle to celebrate the Chi- 
nese New Year. 


"We were cleaning up for two 


weeks afterward," Johnson re- 
called Tuesday. 


At least six weddings and 


"hundreds" of engagements 
have taken place in the restau- 
rant-lounge atop the needle. 


"We've delivered rings in 


martinis, on cakes and in the 
meat sauce," said Johnson. 


The restaurant-lounge, which 


seats 280, revolves once an 
hour on a ball-bearing track 
driven by a 
one-horsepower 


motor, smaller than the motor 
in most home vacuum cleaners. 


On clear days, the restaurant 


offers a spectacular view of Pu- 
get Sound, the Cascade and 
Olympic mountains and the en- 
tire city. 


"Looking up from the ground 


it doesn't look very safe," ad- 
mits Johnson. "But when you 
look out from the top it's more 
like an apartment building." 


The needle trembled a little

Dear Reader—Swelling of 


the testicles usually is part 
of an infectious illness. In a 
young man, a common cause 
is mumps. Sometimes the 
tip-off that the person has 
mumps without the usual 
swelling in the neck is the 
presence of s w o l l e n and 
tender testicles. 


Usually, male hormone is 


still secreted, but there may 
be a d i m i n u t i o n of the 
amount of sperm cells (this 
doesn't mean a decreased 
amount of fluid necessarily).

Says American 
Diet Is a 
Disaster

CHICAGO (AP) - A Univer- 


sity of California nutritionist 
says the American diet is a 
"national disaster." 


Dr. George M. Briggs, chair- 


man of the university's depart- 
ment of nutritional sciences, 
said malnutrition is a fact in 
the United States and shows up 
as physical deficiencies, mental 
problems, work loss, obesity, 
heart disease, dental decay and 
alcoholism. 


He spoke Tuesday at a semi- 


nar for editors and 
writers 


sponsored by the Vitamin Infor- 
mation Bureau of New York 
City. 


The cost of malnutrition, he 


said, is greater than the cost of 
crime or automobile accidents 
or narcotics addiction. 


Briggs estimated the cost in 


California at $3 billion a year, 
and said the total for the nation 
might be $30 billion, since Cali- 
fornia has a tenth of the popu- 
lation. 


He attributed malnutrition to 


poverty, negative social and 
cultural practices such as ve- 
getarianism and macrobiotic 
diets, the failure of ihe food in- 
dustry to fortify 
foods ade- 


quately, lack of education, lack 
of motivation and the lack of

milk, 7 pounds of cheese, 5 
pounds of ice cream, 25 pounds 
of potatoes, 24 pounds of other 
vegetables, 18 pounds of fruit, 
21 pounds of whole cereal and 
19 pounds of beans, peanuts 
and other legumes—total 259 
pounds.
